question whether there is an illegal 
combination between the lumber deal- | 
ers should be made the subject of 
judicial inquiry by the laying of a 
charge of contravention of the sec- 
tions of the code in relation to con- 
spiracies in restraint of trade of the 
interests of the general public. 

“Unfortunately it is practically 
impossible for the government of this 
province, acting alone, to indict the 
Alberta Retail Lumber Dealers’ As-' 
sociation, as a body, for conspiracy, 
with the Mountain Lumber Manu- 
facturers’ Association of British Col- 
umbbia, because the latter association 
is not within our jurisdiction, and 
it must rest with the government 
British Columbia, to take action 
against them, if’they consider it their 
‘duty to do so. I say unfortunately 
because a judgment of a court upon 
the subject as to whether the arrange- 
ment, if arrangements exist between 
these two: association,.is ‘illegal and 
a contravention of the criminal code, 
would go to the root of this whole 
matter.) The question, however, will 
doubtless be decided incidentally in 
the course of the prosecution “which 
is the intention of the governmest t 
institute against the execiitive officers 
of the Alberta Lumber Dealers’ As- 
sociation, 

“‘By reason of the fact that all the 
exhibits, including the list of the 
members of the Alberta Lumber Deal- 
ers’ Associetion were handed back to 
the witnesses by the special commit- 
tee of parliament, and were not prin- 
ded in the report of the evidence, the 
government is not at present in pos- 
session of evidence as to whats firms 
compose the association. 

“Vhe object, however, of the prose- 
cution, which, I hope to. have already 
stated, is to bring before the courts 
the question ol the legality of this 
combination, if such exists,. will be 
for practical purposes sufficiently, de- 
cided by ‘the indictment the govern- 
ment proposes to lay against the ex- 
ecutive officers of the association. 

“The matter will’ be taken in hand 
.immediately and a charge laid as I 
have indicated.
